WASHINGTON, June 8—It developed 
to-day that one reason why President 
Taft was so anxious to have the Railroad 
bill go to conference was his desire to 
see incorpcrated.in it some provision for 
the controf of future dssues of stocks 
and Londs by inter-State carriers. He 
made his position on this proposition 
known emphatically this morning to the 
Republican conferrees, and also took oc- 
.casion to talk about it to others of his 
callers, with the distinct yiew of having 
his attitude made public. 

Whether or not the President invoked 
publicity for the deliberate purpose of 
inspiring public watechfulness on the Con- 
ference Committee’s work, such watchful- 
ness is bound to be one effect of* his 
action. On this point Mr. Taft has given 
the insurgents who yesterday were so 
fearful that the bill was about to be 
done to death by the reactionary con- 
ferrees a-measure of hope. The President. 
however, gave the insurgents a jolt by 
indicating at the same time that he would 
be Satisfied with a reduction of the time 
during which the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission may suspend proposed in- 
creased rates, pending their examina- 
tion. , 

The Cummins amendment fixed no time 
whatever, simply providing that the Com- 
merce Commission must approve any and 
all proposed increases before they could 
becomé operative. The House gave the 
commission power to suspend for four 
months pending examination and approv- 
al. After the hard fight in which the 
Cummins amendment was défeated, the 
Senate progressives succeeded-in forcing 
from the regulars an amendment adding 
six months to the House time limit, mak- 
ing ten months in all. The President says 
he thinks the railroads are entitled to 
have propter decision on such important 
matters, and he believes that if the Com- 
merce Commission is put under the neceés- 
sity of rendering decisions in less time it

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PROCTER RENEWS 


HIS PRINCETON OFFER 


Practically Certain Now That the 
Trustees Will Accept the 
$600,000 Gift To-day. 


OPPOSED BY DR. WILSON 





Conditions Which Once Caused the 
Withdrawal of the Gift Will Be 
Enforced Despite Him. 


With many indications of preserving as 
much secrecy as possible, a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees ef Princeton 
University hag been called for this morn- 
ing at Princeton to receive and act upon 
a renéwal of the offer of William C. Proc- 
ter of Cinciniati to give $500,000 to the 


| University Graduate School: 


It was diffictit to get any of the trust- 
ees to talk last night about the meeting, 
and some were reluctant even to admit 
that such a session of the board had been 
caHed. It was next to impossible to get 
any one at all to speculate on whether 
Mr. Procter would renew his offer, and; if 
80, whether it would be accepted. 

From an excellent authority, however, 
it was learned that friends of Mr. Procter 
in the board had made a canvas of that 
body and were able to assure the Cincin- 
nati alumnus that if he would renew his 
offer it would be accepted by so large 4 
majority as to be an overwhelming de- 
feat not only to the minority trustees but 
all other opponents of the gift. Upon 
such assurance Mr. Procter then agreed 
to do so. 

It is also understood, though the matter 
was spoken of guardedly, that Mr. Proc- 
ter, in a letter to be laid before the trust- 
ees to-day, sets forth at least two of the 
conditions which found place in the orig- 
inal tender. One of these is a specific 
stipulation as to the site on which Dr. 
Andrew F. West, Dean of the Graduate 
School, and President Wilson of the Uni- 
versity could never agree. This formed 
the real cause of Mr. Procter’s final with- 
G@rawal of the proffer. He again makes 
the location of the school on the present 
golf links a contingent, and not on the 
Prospect site, which all along, it is said, 
has ‘been favored by President Whlison, 
with a strong backing in the Faculty. 

The acceptance of the gift with that 
condition will be taken by some, it ts 
said, to be a siap at President Wilson, 
and the board may be divided on this 
score. It was argued yesterday that if 
the beard accepted the gift by an almost 
ygnanimous vote it would mean either that 
President Wliilsen had yielded an impor- 
tant point or that the trustees, réspond- 
ing to strong pressure from alumni in 
this and other cities, had determined to 
receive the money.in the face of anything 
President Wilson ard his 3 
might do ur think. 

A second condition of the offer ts that. 
an additional $300,000 be raised from other 
sources. This offets no obstacle, it is 
said. Moses Taylér Pine, Chairman of 
the Trustees’ Committeé on the Graduate 
School, safa at the time of the withdrawal 
of the gift that legs than $50,000 of he 
$500,000 was needed to ciinch the offer.

Procter had tied still another string to 
the gift, but nothing could be learned as 
to its character. It was admitted only 
that it was novel. Guesses that it might 
have some bearing on the disposition of 
the Wyman bequest brought no encour- 
agement, and it was declared that no one 
would iearn of it -until after to-day’s 
meeting. 

The trustees are also expected to pass a 
resolution expressing their gratification 
over the Wyman gift, and thanking Dean 
West for his activity »n the matter. 


JERSEY’S CORPORATION TAX. 


More Productive Than Ever This Year 
—First Schedule $2,539,897 in Taxes.

TRENTON, N. J., June 8.—The prelim- 
inary scheduie of miscellaneous corpora- 
tions against which taxes are levied by 
the State Board of Assessors for the 
State’s support was filed to-day. It 
shows $2,539,897 taxes assessed against 
7,143 corporations. The corresponding 
schedule last year showed 6,629 companies 
with an aggregate tax of $2,522,868, the 
increase this year being $17,529., 

It is believed. by the State Assessors 
that when the second schedule: fs filed 
the number of 11,022 companies and the 
taxes of $3;238,083 of last year will be far 
exceeded. The total capitalization of the 
7,143 companies, assessed so far this year 
is more than six billions. 

The assessment of taxes against the 
largest companies chartered in this State 
with more than $100,000,000 capital shows 
as follows: Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany; capital, $153,887,000; tax, $11,444: 
American Tobacco Company (capital 
$118,931,500) tax, 89.696; International 
Harvester Company (capital $1: 20,000,000) 
tax, $9,750; International Mercantile Mar- 
ine Company (capital $120,000,000) tax, 
89,750; Rock Island Company (capital 
$150,000,000) tax, $11,500, and the United 
States Steel Corporation (capital $868, - 
633,600) tax, $47,179. The five insurance 
eompanies chartered-in this State must 
pay a tax Y this year of $457,015.

Hoisting Bucket Turns Turtle—Five

‘Edgar R. abeettn of New York who, it 
was reportéd, sued her for $100,000 for 
breach of promise some time ago, re- 
ceives $25,000 by her will. He is said to 
have bécn at Mrs. Steele’s bedside when 
she died. Death is reported by hotel phys 
sicians to have been due to apoplexy. 

‘The estimated value of Mrs.. Steele’s 
estate is $500,000. 

Accompanied by Miss Kate McArdle, 
who Had been her companion for twenty- 
three vears, Mrs. Steele came fo Chicago 
from her home in New (‘York ten days 
ago to attend to business affairs. She 
had $26,000 in’a steel box in her room 
when she died. 

Shortly after the death of her husband 
fifteen years ago Mrs. Steele became en- 
gaged to marry Accetta. She broke the 
engagement, telling .Acetta he would ruin 
his Hfe by marrying’ «2 woman of her 
years. Accetta then, sued her for breach 
of promise in the Néw York courts. The 
suit was settled out of court on an agree- 
ment that Accetta should receive an an- 
nual income and $25,000 at Mrs. Steele’s 
fieath. 

The larger part of Mrs. Steele’s estate 
is left to Elmer E. Earl, West Troy, N. Y., 
a cousin and member of the firm of Earl 
& Wilson, Former Judge Nash Rockwood, 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., one of the ex- 
ecutors of the estate, receives $10,000. 
Miss McArdle, Mrs. Steele’s companion, 
receives $8,000, jewelry, and personal ef- 
fects.

REDUCE THE HEIGHT 
FOR NEW FIREMEN 





Civil Service Board Replies to 
Croker by Putting the Stand- 
ard Down to 5 Ft. 7' In. 








‘CHIEF HAD OPPOSED THIS 





Wanted It Kept at 5 Feet 
8 Inches— Chest Expansion Kept 
and Probation Period Extended. 





The Civil Service Commissioners showed 
yesterday how much they had taken to 
heart Chief Croker’s reflections on the 
Stamina of the men that the examination 
system admits to the Fire Department 
by reducing the standard of height from 
» feet 8 inches to 6 feet 744. They did this 
in faco of the protests rade at the 
meeting of the commission last week 
against any reduction of the standard by 
not only Chief Croker, but also Commis- 
sioner Waldo. 

At the same time the standard with 
regard to chest expansion and weight 


was retained, so that as both the recruit 
of 5 feet 7% inches and the recrult of 


o feet 8 inches must weigh 140 pounds, 
and have a chest measurement of 36% 
inches, with an expansion of 3 inches, the 
chances are that the shorter man will 
be the stockier of the two. 

The requirements for firemen and pa- 
trolmen have now been made the same, 
the chest requirements for the Police De- 
partment being somewhat increased: 

Another {mportant change made yester- 
day was the increase by the Civil Service 
Commissioners of the périod of probation 
for. both departments which up to now 
has been thirty days to three months in 
the case of firemen and six months for 
patrolmen. During this period the Fire 
and Police Commissioners have the right 
to dismiss any man who does not seem 
to them to be svited for the work. The 
minimum age fom entering the Police De- 
partment was also reduced from twenty- 
three years to twenty-one, so as to be 
uniform with the regulations of the Fire 
Department. 

The reason for the reduction in the 
height of firemen, it is understood, was 
that the Civil Service Commissioners have 
found iff the course of scientific investi- 
gations that the average height of New 
Yorkers is growing less.

In this presentment, which was drawn 
up after an all-day session of the Exec- 
utive Committee at: the Hotel Belmont, 
it is strongly recommended that the rail-, 
roads be allowed to make their proposed | 
advances of freight rates, the argument 
being that increased rates mean not alone 
more erficiency in transportation but gen- 
eral prosperity, It is asserted that unless 
thé railroads are allowed to make higher 
rates their credit may become impaired, 
making it difficult for them to obtain ade- 
quate capital for facilities to handle the 
large crops in prospect. 

The manufacturers of railway equip- 
ment, who are interested quite as much 
as are the railroads themselves in the 
outcome of the present freight rate con- 
troversy, say that a setback to business 
confidence has been averted for the pres-| 
ent by the agreements reached in Wash- 
ingon. The Railway Business Association, 
through its members, represents a capital 
investment of $800,000,000 and speaks for 
a group of industries giving employment 
to 1,500,000 workingmen, and upon which 
6,000,000 people depend for support.

“2. To the Railways: “That they facili- 
tate the work of the commission by hav- 
ing their schedules so arranged and the 
reasons therefor so clearly set forth as 
to require the least possible time to com- 
prehend their scope and bearings upon 
the questions before.the commission, and 
that the officials of the railways ac- 
quaint the shippers more fully with the 
reasons for freight advances. 

“3. To the,Shippers: That they look 
upon the railways precisely as they would 
look upon any-other concern for whose 
solvency the management and not the 
Government is responsible. A railway 
concern must have an adequate revenue. 
The present problem involves not merely 
the amount which the railway shall re- 
ceive for carrying a consignment, but its 
ability to carry it at all. It embraces not 
alone transportation efficiency, but gen- 
eral prosperity. We suggest to the heads 
of freight paying enterprises that they 
study this question at first hand in the 
broadest way. By so doing they may con- 
clude that an-advance-may be for their 
own best interests. 

“4. To the Public: That they frankly 
concede to the railways the necessity for 
adequate revenue, and await with patience 
and good natufe the findines of the com- 
mission as to the reasonableness of pro- 
posed rates. 


Their Closed Shops Have Opened. 


‘““The members of the Railway Business 
Association have but recently emerged 
from a period of. closed. shops, idle men, 
and disastrous losses due to cessation of 
railway purchases. We contemplate with 
grave anxiety the possibility of undue re- 


striction of railway revenues. Ours is not 
the plea of a special interest whose pros- 
op we would purchase at the expense 
of other interests or of the general publie. 
If our peg is not bought the com- 
merce of the country cannot be efficient- 
ly carried; if our men are wholly or partly 
off the payroll the stoppage of their out- 
lays communicates itself to millions more 
who make or sell them necessities. 

“It has been said recently in the heat 
of controversy that in the discussion of

freight rate matters ‘railway supply men 
Bre not to be regarded as business men’ 
or identified with shippers. Why. not? 
Companies furnishing equipment, mate- 
rials, and supplies to the railroads pay 
more than two hundred and fifty million 
dollars a year in freight bills, or 15 per 
cent. of the total freight revenue of all 
the railways. As managers of one of the 
largest groups of industries in the coun- 
try we have a right to be heard like any 
other business men. If there is an ad- 
vance we must pay our share. We are no 
more eager than others to assume new 
burdens, but while we are deeply inter- 
ested in seeing that the carriers have 
adequate revenues we know that the pub- 
lice welfare is equally involved. 

‘As the basis of our belief in the neces- 
sity of increased revenues for the rail- 
roads we submit: 

‘Either the railroads stand alene among 
all other business enterprises in their 
ability to meet universal increases in 
cost of labor or material without advanc- 
ing the price of what they have to sell, 
namely, transportation, or else an advance 
in rates is necessary. 


Wage Advances a Great Burden. 


“The advances in wages have been 
relatively a@ greater burden to the rail- 
roads than to other enterprises. The 
industrial.depression found them unable 
to ‘follow’*the example of manufacturers 
and recede from the wage advances previ- 
ously granted. More recently additional 
increases have been-awarded voluntarily 
or by arbitration. On many thousand 
miles of line they are not only in ef- 
fect but im some cases, under the awards, 
back payment. has been made. The total 
already arranged for has been estimated 
at from $100,000,000 to $120,000,000 a year. 

“Vast expenditures have been made for 
passenger and freight terminals at the 
great ports and centres, largely yielding 
no. additional income. The interest on 
these enforced investments must come out 
of earnings. With returning prosperity, 
in which the public will share, with large 
csags in prospect andi with other condi- 
tio favorable, except for the uncer- 
tainty as to railroad’ income, the rail-

‘“A serious setback to business con- 
fidence has been averted for the present 
by the agreements reached in Washing- 
ton. Believing that the railways can 
make their case for an advance and that 
in the end the public and the commis- 
sion will view the matter broadly, we in- 
Guige strong hopes of the uninterrupted 
prosperity of the country.”

RUNNING RAILWAYS BY LAW. 


President Underwood of the Erie Says 
, It Is Unhealthy. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., June 8.—F. D. 
Underwood, President of the Erie Rail- 
road, at the annual! dinner of the Bing- 
hamton’ Chamber of Commerce, to-night 
spoke abou Government regulation of 
public utilities and tne ‘“‘ legislative craze.” 

“There should be Government super- 
vision of railways,’’ he said. ‘‘It should 
be impossible for any one to exploit rail- 
way securities, as was done in the early 
days of their construction, and while pe | 
ple have since been educated in the mar- 
ter of investments, it is wise to have an 
authority to exercise guardianship over 
the issuance of bonds, stocks, aad other 
securities. It is also wise to have a ref- 
eree in case of dispute, but it is unwise 
and unnecessary to have an authority, be, 
it State or Federal, exercise a constant 
espionage over railways. Doing business 
by law is unhealthy 

“We do not requite’ forty-six Legislat- 
ures to frame embarragsing laws for the 
restraint of railways—untried legislation 
put out through motives of malice, ignor- 
ance, and fanaticism. 

‘My dopinion’is that we are on the 
wrong track.

COMMUTATION UNCHANGED. 


Agreement for Cancellation of Rates

WASHINGTON, June 8.—In consonance 
with the verbal arrangement with Presi- 
dent Taft, the railroad companies in- 
cluded in the Western Trunk Line Asso- 
clation have begun the filing of .tariffs 
with the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 








j sion in cancellation of the tariffs which 


they filed to be effective on June 1. In 
the practice of the commission it will be 
necessary for the reads to file with the 
commission supplementary tariffs cance!- 
ing the advances which they made and 
restoring the former tariffs to effect. 
Althcugh the injunction which the Gov- 
ernment obtained applies only to the rates 


made by the Western Trunk Line Associa- 
tion under the verbal agreement inade 
wilh the President, it will be incumbent 
upon the Eastern lines to cancel the aad- 
vances which they made to be effective 
about July The agreement, it is as- 
sumed, will apply to passenger as well as 
to freight rates, and thus will affect the 
commutation rates out of New York filed 
with the commission by the Eastern lines. 

In the view of the commission's offi- 
cers, it will be probably a year before an 
adjustment of the rates can be made by 
the commission.

Commissioner Fosdick Says 
MacArthur’s Stealings May 
Amount to Thousands. 








HELD IN $2,500 BAIL 





City Got Only Small Part of Money 
Paid by Parents for Children’s 
Support, Investigator Declares. 





John J. MacArthur of 1,960 East Forty- 
ninth Street, Brooklyn, a bookkeeper in 
the Fire Départment, who until a few 
weeks ago was Financial Clerk of the 
Children’s Bureau of the Department of 
Charities, was arrested yesterday on a 
charge of grand larceny and held in $2,500 
bail by Magistrate Appleton in the Jeffer- 
50n Market Court. 

The charge against MacArthur is that 
he misappropriated funds turned in to him 
by parents for the support of children in 
the care of the Charities Department 
while he was connected with it. It is in- 
timated that his peculations may amount 
to many thousands of dollars, although 
the specific count on which the warrant 
wes issued is.that he turhed in only $20 
of one $50 payment. 

The warrant was obtained by Commis- 
sioner of Accounts Fosdick. MacArthur 
refused to talk in court, and waived ex- 
arination. He was appointed to his place 
in the Charities Department in June, 
1907, and requested to resign on Jan. 21 of 
this year. 

As is the rule when a man resigns, his 
name was returned to the civil service 
lists, and on March 22 he was appointed 
a bookkeeper in the Fire Department. 

Commissioner Fosdick sent a report on 
the matter to the Mayor yesterday, in 
which he severely criticised the methods 
of the administration @f the Children’s 
Bureau, declaring that the laxity there 
largely was responsible for the possibil- 
ity of such defalcations. He said in part: 

Thoroughly to check MacArthur's ac- 
counts, it was necessary to secure from as 
many of the parents as possible the original 
receipts which had been given for moneys 
contributed to the support of the ehildren. 
Of the thousands of receipts rendered for 
this purpose dyring his incumbency we se- 
cured 380, extending from the beginning to 
the end of his administration. 

Of these 380 receipts, 361 cases weré 
found where the original receipts did not 
agree in amount with the carbon copies, 88 
cases where the names of the parties paying 
the money did, not agree, 83 cases where 
the amounts of the original receipts had 
never been posted in the ledger, 226 cases 
where the original receipts did not agree 
in amount with the ledger entry, 56 cases 
where the carbon copies did not agree in 
amount with the ledger entry, 88 cases of 
carbon copies for which no receipw were 
ever given. 

Of the $2,786.50 represented by’ the 380 
receipts which we were able to secure, only 
$907.75, or less, than 33 per cent., was 
turned into the city treasury. 

The extent to which these defalcations 
ran it is impossible to determfne. It Is es- 
timated that 15,000 receipts were given by 
MacArthur during his incumbency as finan- 
cial clerk. In this period he turned in to 
the city treasury approximately $79,000. 
While an estimate on this basis igs by no 
means accurate, it affords some idea of the 
possible scope of his peculations. 

The responsibility for this condition ts to 
a large extent due to the utter lack of con- 
trol exercised by the Superintendent of the 
Children’s Bureau over MacArthur’s ac- 
counts. 

Not only was the clerk allowed to re- 
ceive the cash and fill out the receipts 
without any serious attempt to check or 
verify his work, but he was charged with 
the responsibility of keeping the ledger and 
of making the daily returns to the Super- 
intendent. 


Charities Commissioner Drummond held 
a conference with the Mayor yesterday on 
the matter and certain reforms were taken 
up which will -be instituted in the near 
future.

OLD CASTLE FELL 
ON ITALIAN TOWN 


Destroyed by the Earthquake, 
Walls Crashed Down a Hill 
on to Calitri. 








KING AND QUEEN TIRELESS 





Inspire Confidence In the Stricken 
People—Severe Shock Last Even- 
Ing Near Regglo, Calabria. 


— 





CALITRI, Italy, June 8—The ruins of 
Calitri and the adjoining villages were 
inspected to-day by King ‘Victor Em- 
manuel and Queen Helena. ‘Most of thé 
houses in Calitri have been destroyed, 
and the 8,000 inhabitants are camping in 


-the fields. 


Thirty-two bodies have been uncovered, 
while eight or ten more tare thought to 
be still under the fallen walls. Two were 
taken out in the presence of the King. 

One section of the town is almost com- 
pletely buried under the walls of a feudal 
castle, which was toppled over by the 
first heavy shock and came crashing 
down a hill, crushing the houses below. 

The work of excavation is being car- 
ried on rapidly by Ahe civil authorities 
and soldiers, but, contrary to the ex- 
periences at Messina and Reggio, no 
one is being unearthed alive. A two- 
year-old baby, however, was found close 
beside a heap of ‘wreckage, unharmed. 

The Duke of Aosta also visited the 
villages and inspected the work of relef, 
departing to-night for Naples. The sov- 
ereigns did not rest or sleep for thirty- 
six hours. When they departed to-night 
for Rome there were touching demonstra- 
tions, many of the women kneeling before 
the Queen. 

The visit of their Majesties has done 
much toward restoring order and confi- 
dence, and the King’s last act before 
his departure was to issue instructions 
that every possible relief measure be 
taken on behalf of the stricken people. 

AVELLINO, June 8.—The passage of 
the train carrying the King and Queen 
through the province afforded occasion 
for frequent demonstration by the popue- 
lace. At every railway station their MaJ- 
esties were greeted by crowds which 
streamed down from the mountains. 
When the train reached this town it was 
suggested that the Queen break the trip 
for a brief sleep, but she refused, saying 
that she wished to reach Calitri at the 
earliest Four possible. 

Their Majesties were much affected by 
the sight which met them there. The 
King insisted upon going through the 
streets, half filled with fallen walls, and 
visiting every spot where his direction 
or advice was of value. To the men he 
spoke with energy and firmness, com- 
manding them to find strength im their 
hour of misfortune. He promised that 
everything necessary would be done to 
relieve the distress. 

While the King was so engaged, the 
Queen turned her attention to the more 
helpless ones. She had a word of com- 
fort for every woman and caresses for 
the children. Her Majesty said that she 
would take care of the orphans. She per- 


sonally visited the injured, inquiring a 
licitously as to their needs. 


NAPLES, June 8.—In the course of the 
night a series of slight earth shocks was 
recorded by the seismographs at points in 
Southern Italy. The Nistasbancee. how- 
ever, were not otherwise noticeable, and 
to-day the people throughout the region 
which was severely shaken yesterday are 
calmer, in the hope that the worst is 
over. 

American Ambassador Leishman to-day 
visited the American cruiser New York, 
which is lying in the harbor.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 8.—According 
to advices received here from Smolensk,

Since May 30 a squad of secret police, 
assisted by mounted gendarmes, has 
made a house-to-house search in Polchi- 
nok, a settlement of 200 houses on the

preceding year.

According to Francke’s’ statements 
Commander Peary found him seriously iu 
at Etah, owing.to a fall on a glacier, and 
took advantage of this circumstance to 
demand the entire collection as the price 
for transporting him to America. 

Francke asserts that he did not act of 
his own free will, but by compulsion, and 
says that Peary set aside a part of the 
collection to present to ex-President 
Roosevelt. 

The papers in the suit were served on 
Commander Peary at the Adlon Hotel 
this evening. .He refused to take them 
when they were handed to him by a dep- 
uty, and the officer then laid them on a 
table in the presence of a witness, calling 
the Commander’s attention to the fact 
that this was legal service. 

Earlier in the day, when the report of 
a court action against Commander Peary 
was being noised about, the Commander 
sought the American Ambassador, David 
Jayne Hill, and submitted the case to him, 
He declared later that he had left the 
matter in the Ambassador’s hands and 
had washed his hands of the whole affair. 
He declined to make any statement with 
reference to the suit. 

Commander Peary gave a lecture to- 
night to a crowded house, through an in- 
terpreter. He will leave Berlin for Lon- 
don to-morrow. 


In reply to accusations regarding the 
furs, &c., left by Cook at Etah, friends 


of Commander Peary long ago produced 
evidepce to the effect that the stuff was 
in an almost worthless condition when it 
‘was relinquished by Francke, and trat, 
sO far aS any one knew, it was never 
moved by Commander Peary. 

Capt. Osbon, then Secretary of the Arc- 
tic Club, a staunch supporter of Dr. Cook 
said that Francke, on his return here, had 

roduced evidence showing that Peary 

ad confiscated the furs and horns and 

had sent part of them here to friends. 
The evidence he promised to bring forth 
never materialized. On the contrary, 
Peary’s friends showed this quotation 
from a letter sent by the Commander: 

“In regard to the five boxes, one trunk, 
and one bundle narwhal horns referred 
to in Francke’s letter as being Dr. Cook's 
property, I told Francke I would not take 
any furs or other materials of the coun- 
try away from here for anybody; that I 
would send for all this stuff except the 
turs and horns, and he could take it home 
with him. As to the furs and horns, he 
could turn them over to me or leave them 
where they were. He did the former. 
When the things arrived the skins were 
wet, mildewed, and rotting and the horns 
broken from knocking about.” 

At the sume time a copy of a letter 
written by Francke to Commander Peary 
at Etah, Aug. U1, 1908, was given out. 
It told how Dr. Cook had gone north, 
leaving Francke in charge of the sup- 
plies and furs and horns; how Dr. Cook 
had given Francke a letter authorizing 
him to do with the property what he 
pleased in case of emergency, and con- 
cluded with an appeal to Peary to send 
Francke back to this country in the Erik, 
which had accompanied the Roosevelt 
as far as Etah. 

A. second letter from Francke to Com- 
mander Peary, dated two days later, said: 

‘‘Now is the question before me to do 
what is right for the future, and after 
thoughtful consideration I have resolved 
to do the following thing. 

‘“‘1. I leave you all the stuff laying 
at Etah and Anatok to take care of them, 
because I can’t do it. I am in a crippled 
condition from my boat trip. Your judg- 
ment and experience will know to make 
the best of them. 

2. The inclosed letter authorizes you 
concerning the five boxes, one bundle 
narwhal horns, and one trunk and one 
compass what to do with them. They are 
laying on Arwagluarni Point. This is 
all Dr. Cook’s property, except one horn, 
the heaviest, top broken off. his belongs 
to me, and I beg you to take that from 
me as a ear received for your kind- 
ness and hospitality.”

Rudolph Francke Says Peary Took Ad-/ 


&—Rudolph Francke, 
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APPROVES DANCE HALL LAW. IPRORIBITIONW ANING 


Mayor Passes on Many Other Legis- 
lative Billg Affecting the City. 


Mayor Gaynor passed. yesterday upon 
nearly twenty of the bills affecting the 
city approved by the recent Legislature. 
The most important ineasure was that 
providing for the licensing of dance halls 
and dancing academies, which he ap- 
proved. 

This bill was introduced by the Com- 
mittee on Vacation Resources for Work- 
ing Girls, of which Mrs. Charles H. 
Israels is Chairman. She and her asso- 
clates fought for two years to get the 
measure through the Legislature. 

It provides for the regular inspection of 
these places by officers, who will be paid 
out of the fund raised from the $50 a 
year license fee. They will see that the 
halls and academies conform to the re- 
quirements of the Fire and Health De 
partments as to ventilation and exits and 
that liquor is not sold or given away on 
the premises. 

The Mayor also approved the bill allow- 
ing an increase in the trackage space of 
the terminal to the New Grand Central 
Station, between Fiftieth and Fifty-first 
Streets on the west side. The New York 
Central already has purchased the prop- 
erty needed, but the sanction of the city 


and Legislature was necessary on account 
of the streets which will be passed under. 

The Mayor vetoed the bill increasing the 
otys share of the cost of the Riverside 
Drive extension from 50 to 75 per cent. 
When the extenston of the drive from 
137th to 155th Street was approved and 
the area of assessment fixed the cost was 
assessed equally on the property owners 
and the city. he former maintain, how- 
ever, that the expense has been increased 
over the original estimates, and that the 
city should relieve them. 


DR. POTTER UNDER FIRE AGAIN 


Mayor Gaynor Holds Up the Former 
Clergyman’s New Appointment. 


Dr. Daniel C. Potter, who resigned as 
Chief Examiner of the Accounts of Chari- 
table Institutions in the Department of 
Finance to accept the place of Superin- 
tendent of Ambulance Service under the 
new Ambulance Board, may not take 
office. 

Certain charges were filed against him 
with Mayor Gaynor yesterday by Con- 
troller Prendergast, and the former is in- 
vestigating the case. In the meantime 
the confirmation of the appointment has 
been held up. Neither the Mayor nor the 
Controller would say just what is the 
nature of the charges against Dr. Potter 
yesterday. 

The doctor was formerly pastor of the 
Tabernacle Baptist Church in Second 
Avenue, and retired after a stormy time 
with the church officials.

Lead to In-

Says Restrictive Laws 





WASHINGTON, June 8—The prohibi- 
tion movement is on the wane, according 
to reports made to-day at the convention 
of the United States Brewers’ Associa- 
tion. 


“The pendulum is slowly but surely 
swinging the other way,” declared Presi- 
dent Hoster in his address, “and it is 
becoming more clearly and generally rec- 
ognized that the license system, which 
simply spells regulation, can be made to 
bring about better results than anything 
else that has been tried. 


~“The reaction of the last year against 
prohibition indicates that the American 

eople have taken a second sober thought. 

hile we hope that the worst stage of 
the distemper is past, we must continue 
our organized efforts to prevent such 
evils in the future and show our readiness 
to co-operate with the real leaders of re- 
publican government in the betterment 
of our business.”’ 

The Executive Committee reported that 
while the prohibition movement has been 
at its height the sale of beer has increased 

,000,000 gallons and the sale of spirits 
11,000,000 gallons. In these gains the 
committee finds hope that the prohibition 
movement is receding. 

‘“‘The old idea,” the report says, “that 
total abstinence is the only road to safety 
is being replaced by the new idea of mod- 
eration both in eating and in drinking by 
that of self-control. 

‘The whole vegetable world is in a 
conspiracy against the prohibitionist. The 
bees become intoxicated with the distilla- 
tion of the honey suckle; the wasps grow 
dizzy in the drowsy clover patch, and 
even the ants wobble in their walk after 
they have feasted upon the overripe fruit 
fallen from the tree, which has started 4a 
natural fermentation.” 

Representative Boutell of Illinois, ad- 
dressing the convention, said three les- 
sons were to be learned from the States 
that had put prohibition laws into effect; 
namely, that prohibition did not prohibit; 
tha twhen the open sale of mild beverages 
was forbidden, the surreptitious sales of 
strong spirits of an inferior quality 
greatly increased, and that there was an 
appalling increase in prohibition States 
in the demand for patent medicines, ton- 
ics, and narcotic drugs. 

He declared that prohibytory§ laws, 
whether effective or ineffect/ve, were re- 
garded by the wisest statesinen and phi- 
lanthropists as out of harnony with the 
spirit of an ideal government of an en- 
lightened, free people.

MORE BUILDINGS NEEDED 





Class of 217 Ils Graduated—Limit of 
1,000 Students Is to bo Contin- 
uéd Next Year. °

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 8.—The 
official close of the college year at Vassar 
was marked to-day by the holding of the 
forty-fifth annual commencement exer- 
cises in the chapel. Dr. James ‘Monroe 
Taylor presided. 

The announcement was made that the 
Trustees have decided temporarily to re- 
tain the 1,000 Umit of membership. The 
college needs funds for new buildings to 
house students on the campus. No definite 
period was fixed for continuing the re- 
striction, which may be removed at any 
time when the college is relieved from 
the embarrassment of having more appli- 
cations than it can receive. 

With the exception of a donation of 
$1,000 from an unnamed friend and the 
annual endowments of alumnae, there 
were few money gifts to be announced 
for the college by Dr. Taylor, who said: 

‘‘Bither the college has not as many 
friends as it should have or the spirit of 
giving is lacking. When I reflect what 
Vassar has done and what Vassar is, I 
confess to some amazement that there 
have been no more gifts this year.” 

Dr. Taylor said that Vassar needs 
money, first for more professors and in- 
structors, and second for new buildings 
and for beautifying the campus. Notwith- 
standing the absence of money gifts, Dr. 
Taylor said that the vear past had been 
most successful. He spoke feelingly of 
the loss of Miss Frances A. Wood, who 
resigns from the college after thirty

association with the Faculty. 

Two hundred and seventeen young wo- 
men received the A. B. degree at the 
commencement exercises, twenty-six were 
awarded an ‘additional honor on the basis

ing class is one of the largest in the his- 
tory of the college.

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THE RAILWAY SETTLEMENT. 

The Journal of Commerce, which pur- 
sues its way serenely far aloof from the 
madding political world, is dazed by 
recent events at Washington. The 
timeliness of what was done in relation 
to the primaries in Iowa has no allure- 
ments for a journal with a single eye 
to the commercial bearings of laws and 
proposals of law. The Journal only per- 
ceives that a legal process was used 
under false pretenses, with a boldness 
unparalleled in anything that Mr. Gom- 
PERS ever complained of, and it shud- 
ders to think of the possibility of such 
an ebuse of the courts by a bad Presi- 
dent. However, that milk is spilled, 
and it is useless to weep over it.” It 
is more to the purpose to ask what fs 
the salvage from this prostitution of 
governmental process. 

The way we are getting the new law, 
ané the sort of law we are getting in 
that way of legislation, resembles noth- 
ing So much as paying a dollar and see- 
ing what youcan draw out of a bag blind- 
fold at a church fair. Generally speak- 
ing, sophisticated persons doubt that 
anything worth more than the price is 
likely to he got in any such manner. 
Still there are surprises sometimes, and 
this is one of those occasions. More- 
over, the surprise runs along familiar 
lines this time. The objective of the 
anti-railway campaign was originally 
to reduce railway rates. The campaign 
was not begun in pure malice. It was not 
designed to damage the railways, but 
only to benefit their patrons by deduc- 
tions from resources supposed to be so 
great that it was impossible to work 
any serious damage. The adjustment 
now reached is the latest—perhaps the 
last—in a series of disappointments 
which have their amusing side. 

The wails which went up when it was 
discovered that the prohibition cf 
passes was genuine is echoing yet, and 
there have been many calculations of 
how much this added to the profits of 
the railways from passenger traffic. It 
was the same with the abolition of re- 
bates. The idea was that only the rail- 
ways were responsible for rebates, and 
@ special amendment of the law was 
necessary punishing receivers as well as 
payers of rebates before the practice 
was stopped. Again it was calculated 
how much the stoppage of rebatés 
added to the income from freight traf- 
fic. At this point those disappointed fn 
the practical operation of reform shout- 
ed aloud that they were betrayed. This 
fatuous cry was set up against Mr. 
WICKERSHAM’S nine times revised and 
finally rejected bill. It is audible even 
now regarding the versions of the same 
bill which are in death grips with each 
other in the conference between the 
houses. It is at this point in the game 
that the President personally intervenes 
with an arrangement establishing the 
‘“‘ fixed price ’’ system for the benefit of

Hereafter price sheets can 
be calculated with confident reliance 
upon railway rates. Never again will 
the country endure such another object 
Jesson of how not to legislate on any 
subject.

Railway services hereafter will be rec- 
ognized as something for which pay- 
ment can be demanded, not solicited as 
a favor, and in fear lest a statute should 
cut the bill in two. The result will be 
a confidence in railway securities which 
has not lately been felt. 

It is odd that this should result from 
the abuse of an injunction by a Judge 
who, as President, was moving for the 
amendment of the injunction practice. 
The stern administrator of this admira- 
bie and popular anti-trust law has 
formed the greatest trust of all. He 
has manoeuvred the railways, and the 
shippers, and the dissenting State Leg- 
islatures into an agreement with each 
other which amounts to a conspiracy 
against the reduction of rates hereafter 
except for irresistible reasons. Much 
has been lost before the result was 
reached, but the President as well as 
the country may be congratulated that 
it has been reached at last. The situa- 
tion created by the injunction was im- 
possible. If the President had persist- 
ed he could not have passed any Dill 
and the business of the country would 
have been thrown into endless wrangles 
for an indefinite period. It might be 
wished that some things were other- 
wise, but they are better than would 
have been thought possible a few days 
ago. 
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THE IMPUDENCE OF CASSIDY. 

The Grand Jury has for some time 
been engaged in an investigation of the 
administration of public affairs in 
Queens Borough. Commissioner of 
Accounts Fospicx has “been delving 
among the bills and vouchers and other 
records of the borough, and he has fur- 
nished much evidence to the Grand 
Jury. The result is that according to 
general expectation alluring political 
opportunities may presently be opened 
to the ambitious. 

If the voters of Queens really burn 
with a desire to maintain the unques- 
tioned supremacy of that borough as 
the worst governed community in the 
United States, it would be futile to ad- 
dress to them any admonitions con- 
cerning the ambition of Mr. JosEPH 
Cassipy to be restored to that place of 
power and emolument which he held 
prior to 1906. If, on the contrary, 
they would like to see the government 
of their borough made clean, decent, 
and honest, but are too supine, weak- 
kneed, and slothful to compel their five 
Aldermen to reject Mr. Cassipy’s solici- 
tations and to elect a fit man, should it 
be necessary to elect a public officer in 
that borough, then, again, it would be 
futile to offer them any advice. 

We must assume that the people of 
Queens desire decent government. Then 
why do they not make their desire 
known? It is a time for mass meetings, 
for public demonstrations, for the ex- 
pression of the popular will in forms 
that would be compelling upon the Al- 
dermen. Everybody knows what the 
return of Cassipy to power would mean. 
In all conscience there is rottenness 
enough in Queens already. Do they 
want to issue a license for deeper and 





blacker corruptions, for more graft, and 
further forgeries? Why should they 
want to jump from the Gresser frying 
pan into the Cassidy fire? 

The matter is in the hands of the 
Queens voters. The five Aldermen of 
the borough will have power to fill a 
vacancy should the vacancy be created. 
Two of these Aldermen are said to be 
Cassidy men. If he wins a third he will 
have his way. There is no reason on 
earth why the decent people of Queens 
should not have their way. If they will 
get upon their feet and demand that the 
Aldermanic vote be cast in a way to 
put an end to graft and stealing and 
forgery, if they will insist upon the re- 
pulse of the Cassidy assault, they can 
compel obedience to their will. 








GOLDWIN SMITH. 
If we had had any man to exchange 
for him GOLDWIN SMITH might have 
been called the first exchange pro- 
fessor to the United States. He was 
indeed the apostle to this country and 
to Canada of the mellow of 
the older nations that is informing 
democracy. Prof. SMITH’s work at Ox- 
ford, when the evil spirits of clericalism 
end snobbery were being exorcised in 
that institution, furnishes the key to 
his subsequent career. He hated cant, 
dogma, and privilege. His was the 
* fighting edge’’ which Mr. RoosgevELT 
admires in the stalwart defenders and 
spreaders of a material civilization, but 


culture 


the “fighting edge’’ of moral and in-. 


tellectual rather than of physical cour- 
age. He decried the spirit of com- 
mercial privilege and tribal exclusive- 
ness that raised the barrier of tariff 
mountains separating for three thou- 
sand miles this country from Canada. 
Trade and human intercourse that 
should have flowed south along the 
great valleys of this Continent were 
permanently deflected east and west, 
and in his later years GOLDWIN SMITH, 
perhaps in despair, ceased teaching the 
advantages of a union between the 
United States and Canada. Yet he was 
until His death, as one of his numerous 
enemies termed him, “ that hybrid An- 
glo-Yankee-Canadian ” who had settled 
this side the sea to teach us that 
*“‘above all nations is humanity.” 

It was his faithfulness to this prin- 
ciple that moved him to warn Canada 
in the closing year of his life against 
aiding Great Britain’s pretensions over 
other nations, and to point out clearly 
that through militarism ‘her people 
would only be enslaved to a national 
debt and an awful pension list, such as 
that under which this country groans. 
He attacked the cliques of education 
as ably and incisively as he assailed 


that 
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and physical standards of excellence 
in the colleges, and gradually lowers 
these to the points of coddled elegance 
and priggishness, he exposed and piti- 
lessly dissected. Instead of producing 
trained leaders of thought and saviors 
of the nation the colleges and society 
were worshipping a few football heroes 
with overdeveloped muscles and puny 
intellects. Religion he perceived to be 
still the religion of authority, not the 
religion of reason and true faith. As 
the fighting nations of Europe had 
superposed their bellefs upon the con- 
quered nations, those who should be 
the spiritual leaders of the people 
bullied their parishioners with dogmas, 
and the children inherited, like ‘com- 
modities, the beliefs of their fathers. 

Against all these tendencies of his 
time GoLpwin SMITH was an embodi- 
ment of protest. He was the foe of 
provincialism of the State, of the 
school, of the mind, and of the soul. 
This was why he subordinated his 
ample accomplishments of style and 
scholarship to the service of journalism 
—of dally converse and grappling with 
men and affairs. It was a noble 
service, the results of which will be 
appreciated by the generation that is 
rising to intellectual and moral free- 
dom.

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THE BOARD OF AMBULANCES.

The two Committees—of the Bar As- 
sociation and the Federation—aim di- 
rectly at expediting the administration 
of justice. The obstacles in the way, 
of which they take particular cogni- 
zance, are, first, the elaborate, intricate, 
and tedious rules which govern equity 
procedure in the Federal courts, and, 
second, the rules governing appeals 
upon purely technical points. As to 
both a simple practice act for the Fed- 
eral courts will be urged on Congress, 
as well as the bills now pending, pro- 
viding that, in appeals, decisions shall 
be rendered on questions of law arising 
in jury trials upon the merits and with- 
out regard to technical errors. 

A curious condition of things has 
arisen in the United States with refer- 
ence to both civil and ¢riminal trials. 
In the latter the old principle that an 
accused person must be treated as in- 
until proved guilty — sound 
enough in itself, but originally based on 
the notorious practice of political per- 
secution through legal forms—has grad- 
ually come to be interpreted to the ef- 
fect that everything done in the prose- 
cution of a criminal is wrong unless it 
can be shown affirmatively to be right. 
To the criminal is given not only the 
benefit of the doubt in the matter of 
evidence, but in the matter of every 
technical point raised by his counsel. 
As a multitude of these points can be 
made the basis of appeal and review, 
the criminal who has money enough, 
even if it be the fruit of larceny or 
swindling, can obtain almost indefinite 
delay, and, since delay often, makes 
conviction much more difficult, can es- 
cape serious punishment for his crime. 
The statute prepared by the Committees 
will be aimed at the redtiction of this 
scandalous and mischievous evil to the 
lowest practical HNmit. 

In civil cases the actual, definite, ac-

tration in a considerable proportion of 
cases & matter of money. That is to 
say, justice is denied tothe poor and 
injustice is permitted to the rich. The 
poor cannot pay the cost of securing jus- 
tice. The rich can purchase the delays 
which make impossible the correction of 
injustice. This is not a question of cor- 
ruption. It does not imply that verdicts 
or decisions can, directly or indirectly, 
be bought. It is a question of ,anti- 
quated and complex legal practice with 
which the probity of Judge and jury 
has nothing necessarily to do. But the 
hideous result under the present system 
is inevitable. So far as concerns the 
immediate effect upon the rights of 
litigants, the Egyptian fellahin, under 
the old régime, were not more distinct- 
ly denied justice than are the poor men 
of the United States in certain classes 
of cases. Of course, the decision that 
is delayed would not always be in their 
favor; in existing conditions they sim- 
ply cannot get a determination of their 
rights. 

We should not venture to.make 80 
emphatic a statement on our own in- 
terpretation of the facts as they come 
to the knowledge of the student of pub- 
lic affairs. We have the very highest 
authority for it. Pvery substantial fact 
we have recited has been publicly re- 
lated by the eminent lawyers investi- 
gating the subject, by such distin- 
guished Judges as the late Justice 
BREWER of the United States Supreme 
Court, and by President Tart, with his 
experience on the bench and in public 
life. The remedy now proposed for a 
part of the grave evil we have outlined 
is, as we have said, modest, practical, 
and tentative. There is no room for 
reasonable doubt that it would do all 
that is expected and that it would 
open the way for the accomplishment 
that it would be the 
sound beginning of a great and benefi- 
cent reform.

Your own news columns speak eloquently on 
this subject nearly every week. On March 17 
you reported the death in New York of a well- 
known lawyer, caused by rabies resulting from 
a dog’s bite. On Dec. 13 you gave nearly a 
column to the story of a full-grown man killed 
by a dog, and also reported the case of a wo- 
man who had her nose ‘* almost torn off” by 
a pet dog. On Nov. 14 you told of a ‘* baby 
mortally bitten by a dog’’ and of an eight- 
year-old boy on the publio street bitten ‘‘ se- 
verely ’’ In the cheek. On April 12 you gave 
@n account of a man who, being ** powerful,’’ 
was able to choke to death a buildog and thus 
‘* save his wife, five little children, and him- 
self.’’ On Feb, 17 you reported a woman bit- 
ten by a strange dog on the roof of her apart- 
ments. On March 5 you told of a vicious bull- 
dog which “‘ broke his chain’’ and ran at two 
children, biting the boy ‘‘ severely on the 
handg and legs’’ when he seized it to ‘‘ save 
his baby sister.“ On March 22 you described 
the injury of a ten-year-old boy by a dog. 
The boy, with ‘ his right arm torn in several 
Pplaces,’’ with “six deep rents in his. right 
cheek and ten upon his head,’’ and with “ his 
right calf chewed literally into shreds,’ was 
eaid to have “‘only a aiight chance to re- 
cover.’" On Jan, 2 you told of a St. Bernard 
dog running into a group of boys, “‘ biting 
right and left.’’ After biting three children 
and a policeman he wag subdued. April 20 
you reported that a four-year-old girl was bit- 
ten and knocked down by a dog, which also 
attacked and bit the mother, who came to the 
aid of the child. On April 2 you reported that 
in a@ Queens Borough suburb a mad dog had 
bitten ‘‘one man and four children,”’ besides 
biting ten other dogs, and that parents were 
keeping children from school. May 8 you pub- 
lished the names of ten persong bitten by a 
dog which *‘ went on a rampage’’ tn Manhat- 
tan. 

On Nov. 27 The Eivening Post told of the 
death of a man at the Presbyterian Hospital 
ef rables due to the bite of a dog. On April 
15 The Evening Post reported the death of a 
veterinary surgeon at Bellevue Hospital from 
the game cause. 

These outrages, being merely those casually 
gleaned by one person from two newspapers, 
and occurriug in this city or its immediate 
vicinity, indicate that the price paid the coun- 
try over for the privilege of keeping dogs is 
a terrible one. With this harvest of death 
and injury in about six months, is it rash to 
conclude that dogs are a greater danger to 
life and gafety than either fireworks or foot- 
ball, about which there is such serious com- 
plaint? 

How long will men and women who have 
children submit to these conditions? Keepers 
of dogs have no right to impose the risk on 
others. It is impossible to tell what dog will 
next become vicious. Any child may be the 
next victim. The law must be changed so as 
to prevent dogs from running at large, at least 
in thickly settled communities. a Pa &

Places the Cost of Land at a Hundred 
Millions. 


To the Editer of The New York Times: 

Referring to the recent suggestion of Mayor 
Gaynor that a street be cut through between 
Fifth and Sixth Avenues, running from Wash- 
ington Square north to Central Park, the reason 
stated for such being the existing congestion 
of traffic, which makes Fifth Avenue at Ger- 
tain points a dangerous crossing and greatly 
interferes with vehicular traffic. This is most 
interesting, but does not the suggestion, ad- 
mirable as it theoretically is, come too late, 
and thus cease to be practicable? It seems to 
me such is the case. 

In order to obtain such a street as would be 

necessary, viz., 100 feet wide, approximately 
400 lots would have to be condemned and pur- 
chased. The cost of obtaining these lots would 
be certainly between $80,000,000 and $100,- 
000,000. 
. This estimate is not excessive, as the lots 
themselves would average more than $100,000 
each, whereas the buildings erected 
would double ofr triple this figure 
instances. 

The average cost of the property to be taken, 
which has been placed by some authorities on 
a basis of $100,000 each, in my opinion its far 
too low. 

That there fs need for relief on our principal 
avenue is taken for granted, but cannot this 
be provided for in other ways than that along 
the lines of the Mayor’s suggestion, viz., by 
the extension southerly of Madison Avenue, 
Sixth Avenue, Seventh Avenue, and Eighth 
Avenue? 

All of these arteries for north and south 
travel are more or less hampered at present by 
reason of their being without proper southern 
extensions. The cost of giving these outlets 
would be small comparatively, and greatly re- 
lieve congestion on all the avenues, and in ad- 
dition would open up sections of the city that 
are now inactive and where land could be 
purchased at very low figures.

To all who before May 1 next year will 
supply Information leading to the arrest 
of persons smuggling precious stones for 
business purposes the Precious Stone Im- 
porters’ Protective Association will pay a 
reward of not less than $2,500, or at least 
10 per cent. of the foreign market value 
of the jewels, if it exceeds that amount. 
Ludwig Nissen, President of the associa- 
tion, is now on his way to Burope, and 
on his trip he will endeavor to enlist the 
help of the large European dealers in‘the 


In addition the Government has been: 
asked to send special agents abroad. to 
look into the matter; and a bill has been 
introduced into Congress by Representa~- 
tive Vreeland, which will make the trac- 
ing of frauds on the Customs Department 
less difficult. If it is adopted all jewelers 
will be required to keep records of all 
diamonds, pearls, emeralds, rubies, and 
sapphires in their possession, showing 
from whom they were purchased or to 
whom they were consigned if they were.

stones, who falsifies his entries, or will 
not produce his books when called upon, 
Such a record, if properly kept, will make 
it easy to trace any stones that may 
excite suspicion back to the port of entry 
ond to make certain that they have paid 
duty. 

In order to safeguard the dealers from 
persecution by revenue officers or unwar- 
ranted inquiries into their business it is 
provided that revenue officers must proe 
vide themselves before demanding the 
books with the written order of the Col- 
lector of the Port or district, and that 
this order must recite that it is made by 
the special authorization and diréction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

In a recent interview on the smuggling 
question Mr. Nissen pointed out that he 
had convinced himself by an inspection 
of the returns of sales made , &. large 
exporters in Paris, Vienna, rlin, and 
London that the amount of smuggling is 
enormous. He asserted that a good many 
of the precious stones pass the customs 
lines in the possession of members of the 
steamships’ crews, and that this is prac- 
tically impossible to prevent os inspection 
at the docks. He also said that at the 
smaller ports of entry, where there are 
not such expert Appraisers as in New 
York, the Government is. cheated of a 
considerable sum of, money by -urnder- 
valuation.

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YALE OARSMEN IN PERIL. 


Gentlemen’s Eight Capsize and Are 
Rescued by Crew of Launch. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GALES FERRY, Conn., June 8.—Four 
Yale oarsmen hada narrow escape from 
drowning this- evening. A gentlemen’s 
eight had been formed for a spin on the 
river, after the ’Vahsity and freshmen 
had left for their trial over the coyrse. 
It was made up of Hawes, the freshman 
coach; Robbins, a member of the ’Var- 
sity fouf last year; Street, the freshman 
manager, and Scully, one of the freshmen 
substitutes. Hawes is the tallest man who 
ever sat in a Yale shell, towering 6 feet 7 
inches in height. 

After the four had gone down the river 
a mile Hawes caught a crab and his long 
legs bumped up against Robbins’s back, 
dislodging him from the shell. Robbins 
toppled over the side of the shell and 
Hawes fell over backward. The shell 
was capsized and the four found them- 
selves scrambling in the river. Luckily 
ali could swim. Hawes was stunned by 
the accident, but his fellow oarsmen 
helped him to get a grip on the over- 
turned shell and he soon revived. 

No craft were in sight on the river 
and the quartette were forced to shout 
and shiver for twenty minutes. They 
were completely chilled, and a few min- 
utes later they saw the Yale launch 
coming up stream, following the ’Varsity 
and freshman crews. Their cries were 
heard by Cuach Kennedy in the launch. 
He ordered the faunch steered to their 
rescue and took them in. They were given 
stimulants and taken back to the crew 
quarters, where they were put to bed. 

Coach Kennedy hag ordered scrub crews 
to go out on the river no more without 
either. rowboats to act as chaperons or 
megaphones with which to summon help.

His 
death caine as a greater surprise to his friends 
because he was on the Harlem River on Dec- 
oration Day and was clerk of the course for 
the regatta that day. A few days later he 
was examined by his physician, who pro- 
nounced his ailment as typhoid and ordered 
him to bed. Many prominent oarsmen attend- 
ed his funeral.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 8&.—Richard Glen- 
don, who coached the Naval Academy crews 
since 1904 with great success, has accepted 
the terms of-the Navy Athletic Association to 
handle aquatics another year.

During the 
season just passed the Academy crews won six 
out of seven races rowed, the only defeat 
being in the first race of the season, which 
was won by Harvard. At least four-fifths of 
the races have been won by the Academy 
crews since Glendon took charge. Prospects 
for next season are particularly bright. But 
one man is lost from the first crew, and there 
is lots of promising materia] in the junior 
boats.

Dividends and Retrendkdnemt. 


The declaration yesterday of the regular 
quarterly dividend at the rate of 6 per 
cent. on the stock df the New York Cen- 
-tral, so soon after the many pronounce- 
ments from railroad officials that re- 
trenchment was now the order of the day 
in view of the indefinite delay in the 
granting of rate increases, had the effect 
in some minds of minimizing the serious- 
ness of the situation with which the rail- 
roads are confronted. It had not been 
expected, of course, that there would be 
any change in the New York Central divi- 
dend rate, but its declaration yesterday 
gave point to the suggestion that, despite 
the tone of pessimism prevailing in much 
of the current railroad men’s comment on 
the situation, the management of one »f 
the leading railroad systems of the coun 
try has no hesitancy in maintaining its 
6 per cent. dividend. Some of those in 
Wall Street who always take calmly the 
predictions made from time to time that 
the growth of Government control means 
disaster for the railroads are inclined now 
to the view that ff the situation its not 
such as‘to call for retrenchment in divi- 
dends it cannot be quite as bad as some 
railroad men see it.

Threats or Warnings—Which?f 


Incidentally the talk by some railroad 
executives of the hardships to which the 
railroads are being submitted and the dan- 
gers which are lurking ahead if too strict 
control is exercised over the railroads by 
the Government is displeasing to some 
railroad men who think that no good can 
possibly come from such talk. This is 
what the head of one of the Western rail- 
roads concerned in the recent injunction 
had to say on this score: 

‘Whatever retrenchment the railroads 
may have to do had better be done with- 
out talking about it. This public discus- 
sion by railroad men of the need of re- 
trenchment unless they are allowed to 
advance freight rates, indulged in just at 
this time, takes on the nature of a threat 
to the public. Perhaps it ts only intended 
as &@ warning, but whatever prompts the 
talk, it has the appearance of a threat, 
and as such is more calculated to antag- 
onize than to convince any one of the 
real need of an advance in freight rates. 
The need is real enough, but the railroads 
should present their claim for higher rates 
in & way to convince the public rather 
than in a way which hampers the rate !n- 
crease movement more than it helps it.’’

Denver's Western Pacific Equity. 

A block of 1,000 shares of Western 
Pacific steck sold at auction yesterday 
at 15%. This stock sold last year as 
high as 39, and the last sale fn 1909 was 
at 29%. There has thus been a shrinkage 
of 23% points in the market value of 
this stock. The Western Pacific, which 
is the Pacific Coast extension of the 
Gould system of railways, has all told 
$75,000,000 of stock outstanding, of which 
$50,000,000 is held 'in* the treasury of the 
Denver & Rio Grande. At the high price 
of last year the Western Pacific stock 
held for control by the Denver & Rio 
Grande had a market value of $19, 500,000, 
while at the price at whieh it sold yes-{ 
terday this stock had a market value of 
Only $7,875,000. This shrinkage of more 
than $11,000,000 in the market value of 
this stock is a loss more apparent than 
real, however, so far as the Denver & 
Rio Grande is concerned. That road car- 
ries its $50,000,000 of Western Pacific 
stock on its books only as a nominal 
entry, without fixing any value for the 
stock. In other words, it ts held for 
the time being merely as evidence of the 
Denver’s control of the Western Pacific, 
and whatever value the latter stock has 
from time to time in the market is just 
so much to be counted as added to the 
resources of the Denver & Rio Grande, as 
the latter are shown in the road's bal- 
ance sheet.

Narrow Net Changes. 


The net results of yesterday's trading, 
despite the market's activity, were trifling 
in comparison with the break of Mon- 
day and Tuesday’s recovery.

Compared with April there 
is a shrinkage of 14.6 per cent. It is 
true that May, 1909, was the most active 
month on record in the building trades, 
but the shrinkage last month, which 
amounts in dollars to $13,500,000, com- 
pares with actual gains over the previous 
year’s showing in April and in March. 
The principal shrinkage is in the activi- 
ties here and in Chicago.

Production for May Heaviest for Months 
and Stocks Increasing. 


The report of the Copper Producers’ As- 
sociation for May, given out yesterday, 
made the poorest showing from the copper 
seller’s point of view of any this year. 
Not only did stocks of the metal show a 
larger increase than for any similar period 
in a year, but production was also larger 
than in any month, except last October, 
since the association began to compile 
statistics, and domestic deliveries were 
smaller than in any month since last Sep- 
tember. 

Production reported for the United 
States in'May was 1238;242,476 pounds, an 
increase of 5,764,837 pounds over April. 
The smallest production this year was in 
February, when 112,712,495 pounds were 
reported. The heaviest output in the his- 
tory of the association was reported in 
October, when the total was 124,657,709, 
only 1,415,233 heavier than last month. 

Stocks on -June 1 were 160,425,975 
pounds, an increase over May of 18,441,- 


975 pounds. Stocks are now larger than 
at any time since June, 1909, whén they 
were 169,848,141 pounds. Domestic deliv- 
eries in May were 59,305,222 pounds, a 
falling off of 8,680,729, cmmpered with the 
previcus month. In January domestic 
deliveries were 78,158,287 pounds, and they 
have averaged well above 60,000,000 since 
last September, when they fell to 62,105,- 
156 pounds.

IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Daily Production of Pig tron In May 
5,690 Tons Under April Output. 


The production*of pig iron in May, ac- 
cording to the figures of The-Iron Age, 
was at the daily nate of 77,102 tons, 
against 82,792 tons in April. The daily 
capacity of active furnaces on June 1 was 
76,846- tons, or at the annual rate of 
28,450,000 tons, which, the Iron Age 
points out, represents a falling off of 
10 per cent. from the high rate reached 
in February, which was 31,650,000 tons 
a& year. The reduction in output last 
month was not as decisive as expected, 
the Iron Age says, the reduction in the 


number of active furnaces being only 
ten, whereas in April there was a net 
reduction of twenty-five. To-day’s issue 
says of the general situation in the .trade: 


Out of the confusion into which the iron 
market was thrown by the action of the 
Government against the Western railroads, 
there is already this certainty: that no 
equipment contracts have been canceled or 
held up. There is on all hands the disposi- 
tion to take a hopeful view of the outcome, 
and because of this, as well as the actual 
buying of the week in both pig iron and 
finished lines, the tone of the market has 
improved. 

It would seem that the blowing out of 
furnaces has not yet gone far enough, as 
pig- -iron stocks increased in May, and in 
oth steel making and foundry grades are 
growing unwieldy, 

Sales of pig iron have been largest in 
Central and Western markets, and basic fron 
has shown marked weakness. In foundry 
iron sales have ‘been less than in the pre- 
ceding week. In finished lines structural 
steel, wrotight pipe, and wire have shown 
good activity. 


The Iron Trade Review says: 


The controversy concerning fretght rate 
advances had a chilling effect on the mar- 
ket for a fewsdays, but much better feeling 
has prevailed since it has become known 
that the settlement of the issues involved 
has been postponed until passage of “the 
railway bill now pending in Congress. Car- 
buying programmes have been interrupted, 
but some“important orders ar@@&till being 
placed. The Grand Trunk Railroad has 
placed 8,000. box and hopper cars with 
Canadian builders and the Baltimore & 
Ohio 1,000 box cars with the South Balt!- 
more Car and Foundry Company, while it 
will take prices within a few days on 5,000 
box and 2,000 hopper cars. The Norfolk & 
Western and the St. Louls & San Francisco 
Lines have placed 500 cars gach. Eastern 
blast furnaces have made additional pur- 
chases of 20,000 tons of Nova Scotia and 
Spanish ores.

Downfall of Long Island Manufacturer 
Came When He Committed 
Fraud in Selling Out. 





Rather than face trial on several 
charges of forgery and grand  lar- 
ceny Charles Werner, once a prosperous 
manufacturer of canned gz0ods in Long 
Island City, committed suicide early yes- 
terday morning by cutting his throat with 
&@ razor a few moments after he was ar- 
rested. He blamed a woman for his 
troubles. Although he was married he 
did not live with his wife. He occupied 
a furnished room at the home of Will- 
iam Weisskopp at 73 Cypress Avenue, 
Ridgewood Heights, Brooklyn. 

Werner's downfall began last Summer. 
On Aug. 3, 1909, he was indicted by the 
Queens County Grand Jury for grand 
larceny on the complaint of Herman 
Zucker of 707 East Twenty first Stre 
a ast y-first Street, 
Flatbush. About that time Werner was 
in business with Frederick Weigel, manu- 
facturing canned goods, principally ketch- 
up, in Long Island Ciiy. When Werner 
took Zucker over to his establishment and 
showed him _ shelves filled with canned 
goods and the necessary machinery for 
carrying on the business Zucker was im- 
pressed. He paid $1,200 cash for the 
plant. 

When he took charge he discovered 
that most of the cans were empty and 
the machinery worthless. He complained 
to District Attorney De Witt, with the 
result that the Grand Jury handed down 
indictments @Sainst both Werner and 
- eigel. They were arrested and released 
n $1,500 bail eaich. The case was to have 
come up for trial this month. 

In April this year the officials of the 
Myrtle Avenue, (Brooklyn) branch of the 
Corn Exchange Bank complained that 
Werner had issued two forged notes 
against the bank, one for $6 and the other 
for $25. The Queens County May Grand 


vury found two more indictments against 


him for these transactions. When Werner 
was arrested last year he gave an ad- 
dress in Monroe Avenue. When Detective 
pergt. George A. Bolton went there sev- 
eral days ago he found a Charles Wer- 
ner living at the address, but it was not 
the Werther described in the indictment. 
The real Werner had sought to fool the 
police by giving a name he apparently 
got out of the street directory. 

Although he searched several days De- 
tective Bolton did not locate Werner at 
the Cypress Avenue house until Tuesdav 
night. When he called : 
was out. He called again early yester- 
day morning and found him in his room. 
When told that there were three tmndict- 
ments against him Werner broke down 
and wept.

POET PETERSEN EXCLUDED. 
He Has Lived Here for Twelve Years, 
but Did Not Become a Citizen. 


Under sentence of deportation by the 
immigration authorities, William Peter- 
sen, well known among his countrymen 
as a journalist and poet, looks out 
through a narrow window on the city 


which was for mere than twelve years 
his home. 

Petersen went back to Denmark some 
months ago to visit his native land. On 
his return a few days ago on the Scan- 
danavian-American liner Oscar II. he 
was ordered detained and taken to Ellis 
Island. Questions by the officials showed 
that he had onlv $24 and was 50 years 
old. It was decided that he must be de- 
ported. The reason given is that he is 
likely to become a public charge; that in 
his old age, despite present friends and 
literary ability, he might become a care 
to the community. 

BRetersen is known hére as “ Den- 
mark’’ Petersen, and is well known in 
the foreign colony. His verses are many 
and he has been called upon as a poet 
whenever anything happened of interest 
to Scandanavians in America, Although 
he has lived here for years he never took 
steps to become a citizen, and for this 
reason he now finds the gates shut 
against him.
